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Woman suffers facial burns after roof fire spreads quickly 
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BLAZE AT CAFE 
CAUSES CHAOS

FIREFIGHTERS battled a poten¬ 
tially “catastrophic” fire at a cafe 
in Epsom High Street that blan¬ 
keted the town with smoke and 
caused gridlock on the roads. 

The fire at small La Piccola 
spread through the roof space 
to adjoining Lloyd’s pharmacy 
and Epsom Hub. A spokesman 
from Banstead fire station said 
the cafe’s kitchen was “severely 
damaged”. 

A woman suffered burns to the 
face, according to a spokesman 
from the South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (SECAmb). 

Epsom High Street was expect¬ 
ed to be closed until 7pm and there 
were “long delays in all the sur¬ 
rounding roads”, Surrey Police 
advised. Firefighters had to keep 
crowds in the Market Place away 
from small La Piccola, in order to 
divert resources to the fire. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue sent 12 
engines and an aerial platform 
ladder to the cafe after being 
called at 1.30pm last (Thursday, 
December 8). 

A spokesman from Banstead 


fire station said: “Everyone was 
just standing there filming and 
looking and didn’t want to move. 

“They thought we were trying to 
ruin their Christmas fun.” 

He added: “It was quite complex 
(to deal with) because it spread 
quite quickly in the roof space. 

“They managed to stop it, which 


was a great stop because it could 
have been really catastrophic.” 

SECAmb had one ambulance 
outside La Piccola and have treat¬ 
ed one person for smoke inhalation 
and a woman with facial burns. 
The service was called at 2.15pm. 

Emergency services dealing 
with the fire caused traffic delays, 


queueing traffic and bus diver¬ 
sions around the town centre. 

Two relief crews from Surrey 
Fire and Rescue are in the Market 
Place this morning.

LAST week Surrey 
Arrhythmia Support Group 
(SurreyASG) teamed up 
with NHS Surrey Downs 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, Southern Tutors and 
the cardiology team from 
Epsom Hospital to offer free 
Electrocardiograms (ECGs) 
to adults in the Ashley Shop¬ 
ping Centre in Epsom. 

Over a three hour period 
they saw 108 individuals, and 
found three new cases of un¬ 
diagnosed AF and five other 
cases of pulse irregularities, 
which required follow-up. 

All individuals with 
irregularities were reviewed 
by a member of Epsom’s 
cardiology team and given 
a follow-up form, together 
with a copy of their ECG to 
take to their GP; preventing 
a possible eight strokes. 

Atrial Fibrillation (AF) is 
the most common form of 
an abnormal heart rhythm 
and affects an estimated 1.5 
million people in the UK 
developing in one in four 
people. 

THE Ashley Centre will be 
extending its opening hours 


throughout December to 
ensure everyone has plenty 
of opportunity to get their 
Christmas shopping done 
conveniently all under one 
roof. 

There will also be free

After 65 years together, cuts force them apart 



AN ELDERLY couple who have 
been together for 65 years and 
“still hold hands” are to be sepa¬ 
rated because of funding cuts to 
adult social care. 

Ralph, and Cecelia Martin, 
from Worcester Park, are devas¬ 
tated - they have only ever been 
apart for hospital visits since 
they met. 

Ralph, 89, suffers from de¬ 
mentia and Parkinson’s and has 
been receiving home care until 
now. 

Four weeks ago at a meeting 
held in their house an OT aid, a 
social worker, and care manager 
delivered the news. 

Patricia Hall, daughter of the 
couple, has said that she was 
told that due to funding cuts 
her father’s budget will be taken 
away and he will have to move 
into a home. They were given a 
month. 

She said: “Dad was in the 
army and worked three jobs 
a day to bring up a family. He 
never took benefits or signed on 
in his life. Mum is 94-years-old 
worked most of her life. 

“They have been married 65 
years. They still hold hands and 
want to be together.” 

On top of this news, they had 
to wait one week to get a list of 
homes to choose from and when 
they were finally offered a place 
in one on December 8, the coun¬ 
cil told them the family they 
would have to contribute £250 a 
week. 

Patricia said: “I kept asking if 
we would have to pay anything 
towards it and was asked if a 
financial assessment had been 
done which it has. 

“I kept saying mum and dad 
and ourselves could not con¬ 


tribute. We have wasted a week. 
Social Care said we dragged our 
feet looking at homes but we 
have done our best to go and see 
homes and it’s hard to get us to¬ 
gether quickly. 

“Why oh why were we sent 
somewhere they knew we could 
not afford. We now only have two 
days to find a home.” 

Social care funding has de¬ 
creased since last year and the 
Chancellor Phillip Hammond 
did not set aside any funding for 
it in the autumn statement. 

One day after the news the fam¬ 
ily would have to pay £250 a week 
(December 9), Patricia received a 
call from the council informing 
her that her father could go into 
Hendford House Nursing Home 
at no extra cost. 

Patricia said: “We have another 
week to sort dad out. 

“We may not be able to keep 
dad at home but at least he will 
go into a better one.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We work with 
individuals, their families and 


other professionals to ensure 
the appropriate level of support 
is in place to ensure people are 
safe and are receiving the level 
of care they need. 

“Moving anyone into a nurs¬ 
ing home is a decision that will 
be based on the level of care 
they need to stay safe.” 

To help fund social care, 
councils have raised council 
tax. 

However, the wealthier the 
borough, the more council tax 
the council will receive, which 
will create an even bigger di¬ 
vide between rich and poor. 

Over the past five years, local 
authority spending on care for 
older and disabled people has 
fallen by 11 per cent. 

With an ageing population, 
the situation with adult so¬ 
cial care is being described as 
reaching “tipping point”.

Fraudsters guilty of 
conning hospital trust

Fraudsters who stole from hos¬ 
pitals and cheated the taxpayer 
out of hundreds of thousands 
of pounds were sentenced last 
week. 

The thefts from Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals NHS 
Trust were deemed too complex 
to be precisely added up, follow¬ 
ing an investigation by NHS Pro¬ 
tect - an organisation tackling 
crime in the National Health 
Service. But it is thought to be 
more than £500,000. 

Ringleader Alan Hodge, 53, 
of Aultone Way, Sutton, and his 
fellow fraudsters drove up the 
price of work awarded to three 
contractors between 2007 and 
2013. 

The owners of the companies, 
Pierre Allen, 55, of Candler 
Mews, Twickenham, Stephen 
Thompson, 47, of Warnham 
Road, Furnace Green, and Phil¬ 
ip Jones, 50, of Bulbeggars Lane, 
Godstone, were sentenced along¬ 
side Hodge’s partner Lisa Green 
at Croydon Crown Court on 
Friday, December 9. 

Hodge was sentenced to four 
years in prison. Allen was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in prison. 



Thompson was sentenced to two 
years in prison. Jones was giv¬ 
en a 12-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 24 months, and 
ordered to carry out 250 hours of 
unpaid work in the community. 

Green was given a six-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 
24 months, and ordered to carry 
out 100 hours of unpaid work in 
the community 

As the Trust’s renal techni¬ 
cal department manager, Hodge 
maintained dialysis equipment 
at three sites and visited pa¬ 
tients’ homes to decide what 
modifications would be needed 
for them to receive home dial¬ 
ysis, and to procure the works 
required. 

Attention focused on Hodge - 
nicknamed “Dodgy Hodgy” by 
his peers - in October 2013 after 
the trust suspended him for an 
unrelated disciplinary matter - 


for which he was later dismissed 
- in January 2014. 

Further investigation estab¬ 
lished that he had been exploit¬ 
ing his position by engaging 
people he knew as contractors, 
ostensibly to carry out neces¬ 
sary work for the trust. 

However, invoices were raised 
in their name for work, which 
was either not done at all, done 
far more frequently than was 
necessary, or was overpriced. 

Hodge, Allen and Thompson 
were found guilty of fraud by 
abuse of position in Novem¬ 
ber at the end of a seven-week 
trial, while Hodge’s partner, Lisa 
Green, 49, was found guilty of 
money laundering offences (con¬ 
trary to the Proceeds of Crime 
Act 2002). 

Jones was the only one to 
plead guilty, to fraud by abuse of 
position, in May

SADIQ Khan has accused the 
Government of “abandon¬ 
ing” passengers on Southern 
Railway as services were 
severely disrupted ahead of a 
series of fresh strikes. 

The Mayor of London said 
the ongoing chaos was a 
“total disgrace”, which was 
badly failing commuters and 
other travellers caught up in 
the crisis. 

Members of train drivers’ 
union Aslef are banning 
overtime in a row over driv¬ 
er-only trains and will take 
three days of strike action 
next week, which will bring 
all Southern’s services to a 
halt. 

Mr Khan said: “The ongo¬ 
ing chaos on Southern rail 
services is a total dis¬ 
grace that is badly 
failing commut¬ 
ers who just 
want to get 
to work and 
back. 

“The unions 
should cancel 
the strikes 
and get 
back 


around the negotiating ta¬ 
ble, but the Government is 
washing its hands of the 
crisis and abandoning com¬ 
muters in the process. 

“The chaos on the Gov¬ 
ernment-run Southern ser¬ 
vices this week is in stark 
contrast to Transport for 
London (TfL), who success¬ 
fully persuaded the unions 
to call off their planned 
strike on the Tube through 
engagement and negotia¬ 
tion. 

“The number of days lost 
to strikes has reduced by 
92 per cent since I became 
Mayor so our approach is 
clearly working. 

“This is yet another rea¬ 
son why the Government 
should devolve control of 
commuter services like 
Southern, Southeastern 
and South West 
to TfL.

strikes if TfL controlled 
these routes, and fares 
would be more affordable.” 

Aslef drivers are also 
planning a week-long walk¬ 
out from Monday, January 9 
until Saturday, January 14. 

Services are likely to stop 
running earlier than usu¬ 
al next Monday and start 
later on Thursday because 
of the knock-on effects of 
the strikes. 

A DfT spokesman said: 
“Passengers are once again 
facing misery because of 


this needless and unjus¬ 
tified strike action by the 
RMT and Aslef. 

“We are investing record 
amounts in our railways 
and we need every part of 
the sector to work together 
to deliver for passengers. 

“The union leaders have 
continually rejected a deal 
that means no job cuts and 
ensures that on-board su¬ 
pervisors will carry on de¬ 
livering safe, accessible and 
more reliable rail services. 

“We call on the RMT and

Residents fear latest switch-offs will lead to a rise in crime 


500 streetlights to be 
turned off in borough

Worried residents fear crime 
rates will rise when more 
than 500 streets in Epsom and 
Ewell are to be plunged into 
darkness next month as the 
county council attempts to 
balance its budget. 

Surrey County Council has 
announced which street lights 
will be turned off across the bor¬ 
ough between midnight and 5am 
from January 2017. 

The phased night lighting pro¬ 
gramme in Epsom and Ewell fol¬ 
lows mass reductions in Surrey 

Between December and Febru¬ 
ary more than 40,000 streetlights 
across Surrey will be turned off 
in the early hours. 

Joe Bates, 52, a retailer who 
lives in College ward in Epsom, 
said he and his neighbours only 
found out about the council’s 
plans when they received leaflets 
from Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Councillors over the weekend. 

“It will cause the crime to go 
up,” he said. “It is ridiculous.” 

Surrey County Councillor for 



Epsom and Ewell, Eber Kington 
admitted it was a “worrying sit¬ 
uation” for residents. 

Elmbridge, Mole Valley, and 
Reigate and Banstead residents 
will also see lights turned off 
in January, while streetlights in 
Runnymede, Spelthorne, Tan- 
dridge and Woking are sched¬ 
uled to go out in February. 

A council spokesman said the 
council expected the programme 
to save £210,000 annually. 


From December: Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council forced to dip into 
‘largest ever use of reserves’ to 
address £15 million overspend 
Last month it emerged that 
Surrey County Council 
had been forced to use 
£24.8 million of re¬ 
serves - its largest 
ever planned use of 
reserves - after the 
council announced 
it had blown its 
budget by £15 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

Cllr Kington, 
added: “Money must 
be saved, but it is 
a worrying situation 
for people who want that 
security” 

The council chose the roads to 
have their lights turned off fol¬ 
lowing a consultation with Sur¬ 
rey Police about areas with high 
and low crime levels.

Child saves peer from 
scalding at nursery

A young child was only 
saved from “potential 
injury” caused by expo¬ 
sure to “very hot water” 
when one of their peers 
at a nursery in Epsom 
warned them to the dan¬ 
ger, an education watch¬ 
dog found. 

Fennies Nursery in 
Hook Road, Epsom, 
was rated “inadequate” 
by Ofsted during an 
inspection last month. 

Another child was 
able to eat “potential¬ 
ly harmful” food at 
the nursery, when the 
watchdog’s inspector 
visited on November 1. 

Children were not su¬ 
pervised closely, under¬ 
qualified room leaders 
were put in charge of 
children, and at times, 
the quality of teaching 
was deemed inadequate. 

However, an Ofsted 
inspector reported that 
“children were happy 


at the nursery” - which 
looks after babies and 
children aged three 
months to five years 
- and that they “form 
close relationships with 
the staff”, according to 
a report published on 
November 25. 

But the nursery was 
found to be “inade¬ 
quate” - the lowest rat¬ 
ing possible on Ofsted’s 
scale - across all areas: 
effectiveness of leader¬ 
ship, quality of teach¬ 
ing, personal develop¬ 
ment, behaviour and 
welfare, and outcomes 
for children. 


“Despite clear ar¬ 
rangements in place for 
the safe management of 
food allergies, a child 
was still able to eat food 
that was potentially 
harmful,” inspector Jo 
Caswell stated. 

She continued: “An 
uncovered drain in the 
outside area used by the 
Owls children means 
that during the garden¬ 
ing activity, some of the 
children who had lost 
interest in the activity 
played near a gulley and 
were exposed to very 
hot water. Staff failed to 
notice this.” 


“A child prevented a 
potential injury when 
one child went to touch 
the water, by reminding 
them that hot water is 
dangerous.” 

Ofsted also found that 
the “quality of teach¬ 
ing is too variable and 
inconsistent”, and that 
changes to the head of¬ 
fice management struct¬ 
ure rendered safeguard¬ 
ing “not effective”. 

The inspector added: 
“Weaknesses hinder the 
children’s progress and 
mean that nursery staff 
cannot be sure that all 
children are starting 
school with the skills 
they need to support 
their future learning.” 

The nursery was giv¬ 
en 17 days to improve, 
prior to a follow-up in¬ 
spection. Fennies’ Di¬ 
rector, Stephen Finn, 
said the nursery’s staff 
had acted upon Ofsted’s 
requirements by the 
time of a subsequent 
visit on November 18. 

Mr Finn, declined to 
comment further.

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Rapist convicted 
of attack on teen

A rapist who stabbed a 
terrified teenager in the 
stomach after sexually 
assaulting her has been 
convicted by a jury 

Costica Voedes, 33, 
of Epsom High Street, 
was found guilty of 
two counts of rape, two 
counts of wounding 
with intent to cause 
GBH, one count of 
threatening to kill and 
one count of intimidat¬ 
ing a witness or juror at 
Guildford Crown Court. 

The jury also found 
the 33-year-old not guilty 
of two counts of rape - 
one allegedly committed 
in May, the other in June 
- and attempted murder, 
on December 6. 

One outstanding 
count of rape will not be 
pursued by the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

Voedes’ terrified 
17-year-old victim cried 
out for her mother as 
she was dragged at 
knifepoint from Pizza 
Hut in Waterloo Road, 
Epsom to nearby Court 
Recreation Ground be¬ 
fore being raped and 
stabbed in a “harrowing 
ordeal”, the court had 
heard. 

Voedes told the girl 
“you are coming with 
me” as he marched 
her out of Pizza Hut in 
Waterloo Road. 

He then led her to

nearby Court Recrea¬ 
tion Ground, where he 
raped her twice and 
stabbed her in the stom¬ 
ach before leaving her 
for dead. 

The victim, a Romani¬ 
an national, was taken 
to St George’s Hospital 
in Tooting, where she 
was able to use Google 
Translate to tell police: 
“Me raped.” 

Dominic Connolly, 
prosecuting, told the 
court that on June 17 
this year, Voedes went 
into the restaurant, 
armed with a knife 
at about 10.10pm. He 


grabbed a woman by the 
hair when he arrived. 

Mr Connolly said: 
“(The woman) screamed 
because she didn’t know 
what was happening, 
but luckily she managed 
to break free and ran out 
of the kitchen and onto 
the street, where she hid 
behind a parked car.” 

The manager of the 
restaurant suffered arm 
injuries as he tried to 
intervene. 

Most of the staff fled 
outside and saw Voedes 
appear with the teen¬ 
ager, still carrying the 
knife, the court heard. 

Relaying the words of 
the manager, Mr Connol¬ 
ly told the court: “She 
looked petrified. She 
kept quietly shouting 
out ‘Mama, mama’.” 

He then dragged her 
to an area with long 
grass in the Court Rec¬ 
reation Ground where 
he ordered the girl to 
remove her clothes and 
then raped her, the court 
heard. 

“He then put his hand 
on her stomach to see if 
she was still breathing.” 

When she held her 
breath, he got up and 
walked off, thinking 


her to be dead, the court 
heard. 

The girl was found by 
Surrey Police officers 
with a one-inch stab 
wound in her lower ab¬ 
domen. Voedes was ar¬ 
rested minutes later. 

The 33-year-old later 
admitted various charg¬ 
es relating to the attack 
including possessing 
an offensive weapon, 
witness intimidation, 
kidnap and wounding 
with intent but denied 
attempted murder and 
five counts of rape. 

His trial at Guildford 
Crown Court started on 
Monday, November 21, 
and a jury found him 
guilty of a string of of¬ 
fences on Monday, De¬ 
cember 5 and Tuesday, 
December 6. 

Speaking after the 
conclusion of the trial, 
Senior Investigating 
Officer Detective Chief 
Inspector Andrew West- 
wood said: “I want to 
commend the exception¬ 
al bravery of the two vic¬ 
tims who had to relive 
their ordeals during the 
course of this trial.” 

Voedes will be sen¬ 
tenced at the same court 
on January 19.

There will then follow a burble of 
embarrassed noises as everyone 
seeks to divert attention away from 
either themselves or the subject in 
general. 

If you are then rude enough to 
pointedly demand a response from 
a particular individual they will do 
one of two things - either lie or tell 
you the truth, but whichever they 
do, they will tell you they voted to 
remain. 

Why there is now such shame in 
admitting one voted to leave I’m not 
entirely clear. 


The usual default human reaction 
is that it’s easier to side with the 
majority, not the minority but on this 
particular thorny issue that definitely 
isn’t the case. 

I have witnessed work colleagues 
who felt they couldn’t admit to the 
boss which way they voted, even 
though they didn’t know which box 
the boss himself had added his 
cross to. I’m even aware of a few 
people who feel they can’t admit 
which way they voted to members of 
their own family. 

That such a momentous decision 
for British voters was going to be 
divisive is obviously no surprise.

Her career’s going from strength to strength, and Felicity 
Jones’ latest role - as a rebel leader in Rogue One: A 
Star Wars Story - is set to catapult her deep into A-list 
territory. The British actress tells GEMMA DUNN why the 
franchise’s latest offering is something to celebrate... 


Abe Jarman, of CBeebies fame, was 
delightful as the cheeky chappie Aladdin 
eager to win the heart of Princess Jas¬ 
mine played by Christina Harris. 

But the star of the panto was, of 
course, Dame Widow Twanky, played by 
Steve Fortune whose mixture of innuendo 
and one-liners had grown-ups and kids 
laughing out loud. 

Other great cast members 
included the evil Abanazar, played 
by Steve Edwin, whose every 

appearance on stage was met 

with a chorus of hisses and boos. 


And beat boxer KM Drew Boateng, 
who played the mystical Genie of the 
Lamp, gave the panto a modern, 
contemporary feel. 

Other characters included Aladdin's 
loveable brother Wishee Washie, the 
Emperor of Old Peking and the Slave of 
the Ring, Jane Deane, who many of the 
younger people in the audience would 
recognise as Dee 

Livery from the popular Justine's House.

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Felicity Jones may be fast-becoming hot property in 
Hollywood, but when it comes to mapping out her 
next move, the British actress insists there's never 
a set plan. 

Refusing to take herself too seriously, the 33-year- 
old is in great spirits and reveals that she prefers to 
simply "fly by the seat of your pants". 

And her breezy attitude — coupled with 
formidable talent — seems to be working wonders. 

Since landing an Oscar-nomination for her role 
in 2014 Stephen Hawking biopic The Theory of 
Everything, Oxford-educated Jones has shot to the 
top of nearly every film-maker's most-wanted list. 

This year, she's already teamed up with Tom 
Hanks and director Ron Howard for Inferno, the 
third adaptation of Dan Brown's novels, and will 
play Sigourney Weaver's terminally ill daughter in 
J. A. Bayona's heart-wrenching A Monster Calls, out 
in the New Year. 

Now, as 2016 draws to a close, she's also 
starring in Rogue One: A Star Wars Story — the first 
in a new series of Star Wars stand-alone films that, 
despite sitting in a universe fans know and love, 
features new characters and storylines. 

Reportedly set somewhere between the 


aftermath of 2005's Star Wars: Episode III - Revenge 
Of The Sith and events in the original Star Wars 
film, Jones plays Jyn Erso, the impetuous leader of 
a group of unlikely heroes, who band together on 
a mission to steal the plans to the Death Star, the 
Empire's ultimate weapon of destruction. 

"I feel like Star Wars crosses continents," notes 
the Birmingham-born actress, who jokes she'll be 
pleased to finally remove the "invisible gag" once 
the epic is released. 

"It's something people love, whether they're 
particularly into science-fiction or not, and I really 
feel the heart of these films are always rooted in 
relationships. That's why we keep coming back to 
them. You're so fond of the characters, and you 
want them to succeed against the forces of evil." 

And while her hands might be tied as far as 
plot-spoilers are concerned, she's happy to tease 
hardened fans by likening it to the 1980 classic The 
Empire Strikes Back — in that there's a quest at the 
centre of it. 

"It's very much rooted in a parent-child 
relationship and father-daughter relationship, which 
is the thrust of he story," observes Jones. "But it also 
has moments of lightness and fun and humour. 


"K-2, who is played by Alan Tudyk, was constantly 
improvising when we were on set and is very 
funny in the film," she continues, "so it has a bit of 
everything." 

In the case of depicting newbie Erso, English rose 
Jones, dressed today in a fun tropical print matched 
with natural make-up, states she wanted her to be 
as human as possible. 

"She's strong when she needs to be, she's 
incredibly determined and she has to be tough 
when she doesn't feel it. But at the same time, there 
is enormous vulnerability," she says. 

The actress — who started her professional 
career at age 11 in children's TV series The Worst 
Witch — was also sold on the "rare opportunity" to 
play a female who is not thinking about romantic 
relationships. 

Embracing the desexualisation, the self-confessed 
feminist recently told Glamour magazine: "We don't 
even see Jyn's arms! That's not her priority. She's a 
survivor, and she has a mission to complete. 

"Gareth [Edwards, director] said very early on, 

'I want guys to watch it and be like, 'I want to be 
Jyn!' A female friend of mine said, 'I love that Jyn 
looks how we look, with trousers and a long-sleeved 


top'. We aren't in hot pants. When do women walk 
around wearing hot pants?" 

Wise beyond her years, Jones, who has in the 
past spoken out on the Hollywood gender pay-gap, 
is also keen to play down comparisons to Star Wars' 
Daisy Ridley. 

Talking of Erso in contrast to Ridley's defiant 
Rey, who debuted in 2015's Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens, she says: "Jyn's had a bit of a struggle in 
life, she's more of a hardened character, she knows 
who she is and where she's come from, she's quite 
streetwise. 

"She's very sure she doesn't like the Empire; she's 
going to bring them down." 

But that's not to say she wasn't happy to share a 
defining moment with her fellow Brit actors. 

"It was quite nice, actually... Throughout filming, 
we met John [Boyega, who plays Finn in Star Wars: 
The Force Awakens, alongside Ridley] and then I 
met Daisy," she recalls, smiling sweetly. 

"It was more [about] looking at each other and 
going, 'Wow, this is pretty cool, we're all in Star 
Wars!', you know, celebrating it together." 

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story is released 
tomorrow (Thursday).

Did the Brexit vote impact negatively 
on the property market in 2016 ? 


It's that time of year when we 
reflect on what's been and what 
lies ahead and 2016 has certainly 
been quite a year. If you thought 
the election outcome in 2015 was 
surprising, it surely paled in to 
insignificance when, in June this 
year, the nation voted to leave the 
EU. 

Whatever side of the argument 
you favour, there's no denying 
that both in the run up to it, 
and certainly in the immediate 
aftermath, 'Brexit' led to a raft 
of 'what if' questions. This was 
no less the case in the property 
market. Uncertainty, after all, 
affects confidence and when 
confidence is low the property 
market is one of the first areas to 
wobble. But was it simply a wobble 
or has Brexit impacted the property 


market more significantly? 

Let's start by getting one thing 
straight: Brexit hasn't happened 
yet. Any impact around the time 
of the vote was, therefore, simply a 
blip and we'll have to wait and see 
what happens once negotiations 
begin ahead of our eventual exit. 

However, what we do know is 
that whilst there were predictions of 
Armageddon back in June, overall, 
there has been no significant 
impact: the property market 
remains stable and, in fact, overall 
there's been house price inflation 
of 8% in 2016. This is something 
that we don't believe will alter next 
year either. 

It is our believe that, so long as 
you enter the property market with 
a long-term view, it remains a good 
solid investment. 


Of course, challenges do 
remain. The introduction of a 3% 
stamp-duty hike on the purchase 
of second (or more) homes was 
intended to stem the out of control 
nature of the buy-to-let market 
and whilst it has perturbed some 
investors, the reality is that demand 
for rental properties remains 
strong. Consequently, seasoned 
investors continue to build their 
portfolios and, in fact, seize 
the opportunities that periodic 
uncertainty poses. 

Another challenge has continued 
to be a sufficient supply of quality, 
affordable homes. That's a 
debate for another time but it's 
encouraging to see that the home 
builders we engage with are 
continuing to plough ahead with 
their new developments, regardless 



of the outcome of June's 
referendum. 

And whilst in the wake of the 
Brexit vote, sterling may have 
taken a hit on the global currency 
markets there doesn't appear to 
have been an adverse effect for 
those seeking mortgage finance. 
Indeed, there remains plenty of 
opportunity to borrow - so long as 
you meet the necessary lending 


criteria and are prepared to 
be flexible in your approach to 
financing your property purchase. 

So whilst 2016 brought a few 
more surprises than we had perhaps 
expected, it hasn't impacted 
negatively on the UK's property 
market. What the future holds 
requires a crystal ball but it's our 
feeling that the immediate future 
remains positive and so long as you 


approach the market for the righ 
reasons, with your eyes open and 
with a long-term view, then there's 
little to be concerned about.
